“T'he jobber of flour, who cosies out more
than even in the transactions o! the past few
months, has reason for congratuiation. The
producer and the dealer find few crumbs of
comfort in the present situation of trade.
But this is a roynl] time for the consumer, as
he hias his bmmtum\ at lower prices than
for many a year.” What is trne of bread-
#tufls is also trueof all articles that enter
into household expenses. The avernge price
of the articles that enter into the dafly life
of the people is more than 33 per cent less
than what it was a year azo.

Crop Estimates,

A journal has this to say of the situation
and outlook in cereal lines:

“The opening of navigation on the lakes,
which is soon to take place, will be the sig-
nal for & greatly inoreased movement in the
export of breadstufls, a diminishing volume
of which has been going forward during the
Iast three or four weeks. Fortunately, specu-
iation in both corn and wheat has been, and
is. at a low ebb, which }Jments any suaden
advances in prices, which nlways serve asa
check to a steady movement. Theve is no
question ahout the extimordinary surplus of
Toth of these cereals in this country, and 1f it
does not ssek a4 consumer’s market now, it
will resnlt in a precipitate movement Iater on
when the new crop, especlally of winter
wheat, ripens. The Goveérnment report of
crop estimates was necessarily very uncer-
tain; generally the average condition was
below that of & year as we are later in
our season this yearthan last: but there is
fn«! reason to believe that the April, or at
